And if Hope's 25 mills, or Pros- 
cott'5;36 mills, aren't enough, they 
will have to be raised. 


But the danger of depending on 


millage increases alone is pretty 
obvious. What we have here is a 
dual method of levying taxes. The 
voters approve a higher millage 
rate, but, unless carefully check- 
ed, property owners cancel it out 
by fudging on their assessed valu- 
ations. 


Fundamentally the millage pro- 


gram is wrong because to be half- 
way effective it requires 
school 


district officials, the PTAs, and all 
the other friends of public educa- 
tion to launch a crusade every 
year to make sure 
assessments 


aren't cut to the 
same 
dollar- 


degree that the millage is raised. 


Nevertheless the school people 


are checking the assessment rec- 
ords every year now — and maybe 
it will work out. 


What 
The Star is

about is the constant threat that 
unless local districts do find suf- 
ficient dollar 
revenue at home 


there will be a new drive to in- 
crease the state sales tax from 2 
to 3 per cent. The legislative ef- 
fort to do that very thing was nar- 
rowly defeated in 1051.

country, Agriculture Department of 
ficials said might well greatly re- 
duce vhe movement of cattle and 
hogs to market and cause a quick 
and critical shortage of meat in 
many areas.

The dis- 
ease, first discovered in Canada in 
early March, has moved to within 
50 iniles of the U. S. border. This 
is the closest threat to U. S. live 
stock since 1929, when there was an 
outbreak in California.
